All the disagreeable experience through 


•which the country has gone in the course 
of the campaign for the republican nom- 
ination could have been avoided if con- 
gress had had the forethought to submit 
and tlie people to approve an amend- 
ment to the constitution limiting the 
Service of a president to one term and 
makinr him ineligible for 
re-election. 


Had neither Mr. Taft nor Colonel Eoose- 
velfc been available for the nomination 
there would have been no split in the re- 
publican party, and the president and 
on ex-president would not have been 
dragged into an acrominious personal de- 
hate conducted from Pullman car back 
platforms. 


The existing method of choosing party 


nominees for president and vice presi- 


- denfc nuts a premium on the use of pa- 


tronage in order to control national con 
ventions.
